Electric energy is widely used in 
industry to-day. As pointed out by 
Dr. H. E: Fisher, it ig, the most! 
powerful and: least understood 
source of energy known to mankind,

electrical injuries, including elec- 
tric shock, electric flashes und elec- 
tric burns, were far more frequent 
than at present.”

‘by high or low voltage currents. 


A—Encourage and co-operate 
with everyone in trying to main- 
tain a flicker of lifé in an electrified 
victim until suitable, medical atten-

MANY MEN QUALIFY. 


The announcemont that'> the 
original. Police. Flying Squad has 


been disbanded and formed into 


the motorcycle section o 
Hongkong Poliva. Reserve, will. 
have created little or no surprise, 
because such & move was sure to 
comie sooner or Iater in the effort 
to provide the Colony with. a 
Police Reserve of a high standard 
of efficiency... j 

Originally the Flying Squad was’ 
separate from, the Reserve, and 
came under the designation of the 
Special Constabulary. As is, gen- 
erally known, members of the 
Special Constabulary are not 
trained, and do not wear uniform, 
but-an exception was made in‘ the’ 
case of the motor-cycle section. 

By bringing this section undér 
the’ Police Reserve, a ‘much better 
standing will be attained, and the 
close co-operation which will now 
fe possible between these twa 
groups of trained men will make 
for a much higher. degree of 
efficiency. ; . 

As was pointed out by the Hon. 
Mr. &. D.C, Wolfe, when the Fly- 
ing. Squad was first formed, a 
motor cycle is about the only 
vehicle that cari get to any, given 
spot in a given. time, owing to the 
geographical Jay-out of the Colony, 
and for that reason the wisdom of 
the change cannot be doubted. 

As ig generally known a definite 
‘but not’ onerous period of train- 
ing is required of a Reserve, and 
this algo now applies to the Fly- 
ing Squad in a modifled form, At 
present they will be called upon 
to do one routine’ run every 
Thursday, and members are ex- 
pected to take part at least twice 
a amonth, They will be required 
to do ordinary squad drill, and. 
must take a course of police 
lectures, Practically all the men 
have ‘already qualified in revolver 
shooting. 

The idea has in no way diminish- 
ed the enthusiasm that was shown 
when the Flying Squad was first 
organised, practically every mam- 
ber. having re-joined: in the Police 
Reserve. In addition the change 
has apperently ‘found favour with 
athers, not yep members, as there 
has been’ a ‘big request for parti- 
culare sinee the change was an- 
nounced. '

. The son of a friend had come 
sback from the coast saturated with 
the theories of representative gov- 
ernment and had urged. the old 
man to put them inte effect. After 
much discussion he agreed to ex- 
periment with one hsien. district. 
It was a-poor,. country, and the ma- 
gistrate’s post was usually sold for 
$20,000 a year, over and above 
which taxes. and. the like yielded 
little. The old general sent the en- 
thusiast to the town to. explain the 
forms and rules of self-government 
and to offer the people autonomy 
in exchange for the usual price of 
the magistracy. | The citizens, were 
to elect.their own magistrate and 
advisory board, who would collect 
the taxes, refund the $20,000 to the 
subscribers and spend the rest on 
schools, roads and other public ser- 
Viers. “oe 


A Costly Experiment. 


The townsmen’ were enthusias- 
tie andthe money was promptly 
subScribed:” Then came the 
election of the magistrate. Before 
it was done it cost the suecessful 
candidate $80,000, and the posts 
on the advisory board were also 
rather expensive. The rulers 
clect were all respectable members 
of the local gentry. - ‘Within a 
month’ they had demolished the 


yamen, and+two schools and soldi: 


the materials. Justice became 
very expensive and new taxes were 
levied with “Nationalist” abandon. 
Murmurs of: disapproval reached 
the ald general from furtive little 
groups. of merchants, farmers, 
scholars and the like, but he was 
dent to them. At the end of three 
months the elected magistrate fled 
for his life and his council dis- 
solved itself by hasty unanimous 
vote: Soldiers had to be sent to 
quel! the riot, and a few days later 
a very large deputation arrive 
asking forthe appointment of, 2 
magistrate. It was estimated that 
the-three months’ experiment had 
cost a poor community $300,000, 2 
yamen, two schools and more bad‘ 
fecling than could be lived down 
in a generation. — 

We. never hear the suggestion 
for an autonomous Shanghai, free 
from military control, made that 
we do not think. of that pathetic 
experiment, We should-not like to 
see the Chinese communities 
around the foreign Settlements 
made absolutely autonomous, 
_ to. any outside 
authority, wholly at the mercy of 
gentry and: rich merchants, un- 
neeustomed to power but accus- 
tomed to vigilant’ official check, 
bantil they had grown.up to it. We 
could cite other instances in which 
the rapacity of the: local gentry 
has , exceed anything: that, a 
greedy but responsible official 
would risk displaying. It outdoes. 
officialdom.as the looting of the 
insatiaJle mob outdoes. the ‘super- 
ficial looting of a party. of soldier 
bandits. ; 


A. Chinese ‘Municipality. 


We felt when Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang’s scheme for a Chin- 
‘ese municipality here was pro- 
‘pounded: that it provided’ the 
‘safeguards essential to the edu-

‘The twelfth annual general meet- 
ing of the Associacno Portuguesa 
de Socorros Mutuos (Portuguese 
Mutual Aid Society) was held yes- 


terday evening at the Club Lusi-. 


tano. The President of the So- 
ciety, Mr. C, A. da Roza, was in the 
Chair, supported by Mr..J. M, Alves 
(Vice-President), Mr. ‘J. A.‘ do 
Almeida: (Hon? Secretary), ‘Mr. 
Fernando E. d’Almada. Remedios 
(Hon. Treasurer), and the follow- 
ing members of the Committce:— 
Messrs. A. F. Osmund, D. P. J. 
Lopes, M. A. Simoes, C. de M. C. V. 
Ribeiro, F. H. Barnes, and P.M.N- 
da Silva. :'There was a small at- 
tendance of members. : 

The Chairman said:-—-Gentle- 
men, You have had the report and 
Accounts before you for the period 
required by our rules, and I take 
it you will dispense with the formal- 
ity of having the same read. There 
id really little which we’ want to 
convey to you that hus not been 
included in the report, but the op- 
portunity of addressing you on our

100,000 PASSENGERS IN 
' BRITISH PLANES. 
*. London, Aug. 26. 

To-day the British Air Liners 
celebrated their eighth birthday. 

On August 26, 1929, the first 
British civil aeroplane, a’ D. 
Rolls-Royce converted war-plane, 
made its maiden flight . between 
London and Paris, This machine 
had accommedation for only two 
passengers, _ Its single Rolls- 
Royce engine ‘developed 365 horse- 
‘power, 

To-day the latest triple-engined 
Silver Wing: de luxe air-liners: of 
the Imperial Airways,’ carry 20 
Passengers, with a horsepower of 
only 1,200, or-less than 60 horse- 
power per passenger. During 
these eight years, 100,000 passen- 
gers have been carried across the 
Channel in British aeroplanes 
alone, the air liners flying a dis- 
{ tance of nearly 7,000,000 miles. 

In the past folr years, the 
Stability and safety of air trans- 
‘port has been so well established, 
that the air ways ate now re- 
cognised means. of transport for 
bullion and precious stones,’ Bul- 
lion and “specié to the value of 
approximately’ £30,000, 000 having 
been carried, by air across the 
Channel...

YEN HSI-SHAN IN LINE?.. 


Response To An Ultimatum. 


Peking, Aug. 18, 

It is believed that Yen Hsi- 
shan has withdrawn ‘his forces 
from. Shihchiachwang and from 
the whole of tho Peking-Hankow 
in Shansi. 
action is the answer to Chang 
Tso-lin's ultimatum ‘of last week 
calling on him’ to declare ‘his alle- 
giance, 

The Generalissimo has had to 
acquiesce in’ Marshal Sun -Chuan- 
fdng’s movement down the Tient- 
sin-Pukow ‘Railway, but he still 
retains his’ suspicion that Feng 
Yu-hsiang may make some overi 
move against ‘the positions, of the 
Northerners, 

He has agreed with ' Marsha! 
Chany ‘Tsung-chang that the Muk- 
den army north .of the Yellow 
River should be employed along 
the Kin-Haa Railway to offset 
Feng’s threat to, Shantung’s flank. 
This army was immobilized last 
month above Shihchiachwang by 
Yen. Hsi-shan’s: ‘flirtation with 
Chang Kai-shek and the ‘conse- 


quent concentration of troops on|’ 


the Shansi border. 

Hostility is read into all these 
manoeuvrings. Chang Tso-lin had 
first to. force Yen Hsi-shan back 
to his capital before -he could 
consider any response to Chang 
Taung-cheng’s request -that .he 
should introduce a little liveliness 
on the 'Kin-Han Line concurrent 
with that on the Tientsin-Pukow 
Line. ‘ 

Some observera seem to. think 
that the re-opening of. the Feng- 
‘tien path down the Kin-Han‘rail- 
way might have the effect of per- 
suading Feng . Yu-hsiang that 
Hankow is leas dangerous and a 
more iittractive objective

on ice§ It seems 
yet is a common experience with 
skaters at a place only about 53 
kilometres, (approximately 30 
miles) from Oclo} on the Dram- 
mensfjord, Norway. 

Here natural gas ubbles ' up 
through the water and - collects 
under the ice,where. its presence: 
may be detected by. the thinness 
of: the ice, emitting a hollow 
sound, and its white colour. 
Wherever skaters see these white 
patches they tread warily, for the 
surface is thin enough to. break. 
However, there is a.cheap means 
of warming themselves at hand, 
for.by’ merely piercing ‘a hole 
at the spot, and applying a match, 
they obtain a flame, shooting up 
from the frozen crust, and lasting 
sometimes an hour, until all -the 
collected gas has been consumed.
